_ NOT BUSING, SURVEY REVEALS

Though the question. “to bus or not to bus,” is 
Prominent in political circles with white politicians 
basing major election year campaigns on their stand 
for or against it, even President Nixon having been 
drawn to put in his statement, the majority of blacks 
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contacted by The CALL & POST said not busing, but a 
quality education for black children is the real issue.

haverhad remarkably little in- 
tegration..thanks.in part to- 
the use of extensive busing 
to maintain segregation, But 
the vast majority of Wilcox 
County's approximately 4.560 
whites (there are around 
11,500 blacks) insist that they 
have had no busing until 
now. “We don't call what 
we've been doing busing 
That's just carrying the 
children to school,” says 
Roland Cooper. a state 
senator and the Chrysler 
dealer in Camden. “If a kid's 
got to ride a bus 50 miles to 
get to school, I'm in favor of 
it. But I'm not in favor of 
carrying them one mile to 
achieve integration,” 

Basking on @ sunny back- 
porch down the road from 


Mr. Maness. Mrs. L.A. 
Hargreaves says that if the 
integrated busing and 
teaching ordered by a federal 
judge two weeks ago are ac- 
tually enforced. it will mean 
the end of education for her

is bad for théir health-are a 
ruse. Mrs. Hargreaves and 
her neighbors have no int 
terest in “sending thei, 
children “to the sehool 
nearest her home or to a 
second one nearby, Both 
those schools are ali black. 
The federal court last fall or- 
dered all youngsters in the 
area through the ninth grade 
to attend them. No whites do. 
Or plan to 

Nor have the health 
concerned folks hereabouts 
over the years. Every white 
public-school child in the 
area is an old customer 
aboard Mr. Collins’ bus. 
None of them has been taken 
ill because of it--although 
there are dark fears that they 
now will, if the bus is in- 
tegrated. 


Thus. it seems clear the 
feeling against busing is 
purely racial. “As long as we 
don't have nigg®rs on there, 
it's not busing,” says Mrs.

The drug program 
establishes that any person 
whose drug problem is deter- 
mined to be detrimental to 
the University will be given a 
due process hearing accor- 
ding to the regulations of the 
Student Handbook to deter- 
mine whether the individual 
should be separated from the 


As future leaders, Swift 
said, Central State. students 
should come away from the 
University with expertise to 
take back to the community, 
and they should not take the 
drug problem back to the 
community when they return. 

Swift said student reaction 
to the move has been 
generally favorable. “When 
we presented the test idea to 
a student convocation 
several weeks ago with some 
other possible programs we 
got some murmurs and grum- 
bles, but the overall reaction 
has been pretty straight," he 
said. “We have known 
something had to be done. 
We finally just put it down 
and said this is it. We can't 
wait any longer,” Swift said. 

Eric Gilbertson, assistant 
state attorney general, 
assisted students and ad- 
ministrators in proparting a 
proposal for the urine tests to 
determine drug use. He has 
described the testing pro- 
gram as a “very firm, hamane 
and. sensitive" way. of dealing 
with the illness of drug 
abuse, 

He said the attorney 
general's office would defend 
the Central State requirement 
in court if necessary. The 
trustees have the authority to 
insist upon an. examination 
which is necessary for the 
health, safety and well being 
of the student body, Gilbert- 
son said. He stressed the 
student involvement in pre- 
paring the drug requirement 
a8 28 positive point. 

The assistant attorney 
general pointed out that an 
individual found to be using 
drugs will not be suspended 
unless it is shown that his 
presence on campus would 
have a detrimental effect on 
the educational process and 
that the individual would be 
given a full hearing in com- 
pliance with the due process 
clause of the 14th Amend- 
ment. 

Anti-drug campaigns on 
“the Central State campus 
have included student 
publication of a list of known 
drug pushers to discourage 
their presence on campus 
and a “hot line" telephone 
number for students to report

In discussing the Board of 
Trustees’ decision to require 
the drug tests, Dr. Cari S. 
Jenkins, Springfield 
physician and-chairman-of 
the board, said the testing 
Program is not a punitive 
measure, but that it is 
designed to help students 
achieve their goals. 

From a medical standpoint, 
drug addiction is going to 
have to be treated as any 
other. disease, Dr. Jenkins 
said. Medical or 
psychological treatment can 
return @ drug addict to 


society and can help the indi- 
vidual cope with his environ- 
ment in a beneficial manner, 
he said. 


Rather than looking at the 
testing approach on a super- 
ficial level as simply a means 
of “catching” drug users, Dr. 
Jenkins stressed that the pro- 
gram is also designed to help 
students with drug problems 
learn to cope with their prob- 
lems and learn to become 
achievers in society. If they, 


however, cannot achieve nor— 


mal relationships to Universi- 
ty life, we now have the 
procedures to deal with the 
situation, Dr. Jenkins said. 

The_latter comment was 
obviously a-—reaction to 
criticism of the drug test 
plan, announced by Benson 
A. Wolman, chief of the 
American Civil Liberties 
Union of Ohio. 


Wolman charged that the 
proposed test “smacks at 
police state tactics’ and 
threatened to take the matter 
to the court if neccessary to 
block its implementation

To determine the incidence 
of anemia in these ‘children 
and -to evaluate the presence 
of iron deficiency anemia and 
sickle cell anemia 

Determine the desirability 
and feasibility of an extensive 
lead screening program in 
Columbus; treatment and/or 
follow-up evaluations to be 
offered children found to be 
at risk or ill from lead 
Poisoning and/or anemia. 

Lead poisoning, the*group 
notes, has been demon- 


~“strated-to”be~an extensive 


health hazard to children in 
inner city areas such as 
Chicago, New York, 
Baltimore, Cleveland and 


..Phitadelphia.-However,in 


many large urban areas, the 
extent of the problem has 
never been evaluated, they 
Stated. 


Lead Poisoning Survey 
Set For Eastside Area 


As a warning, they em- 
phasized that “‘one to five 
year old children, often 
brothers and sisters who live 
in deteriorated pre-World War 
\! housing, are at risk from 
the consequences of lead in- 
toxication 

Lead based paint which 
was used in the interior of 


work eventhough later coats 
of non-leaded paints have 
been applied.’ they ex- 
plained. “When the newer 
Paint peels. the older lead 
paint is exposed to the 
child.” they warned 

Moreover, they report that 
many young children eat 
non-food objects, a 
phenomenon, called ‘pica,’ 
the cause of which is poorly 
understood, This may be one 
way in which ’a child, while 
exploring his environment is 
expqsed to. flaking and 
peeling paint chips which-he 
then may eat,”’ they advised 

They identified other less 
common sources of ingested 
lead as* lead-glazed pottery 
used in cooking, soft water 
conducted in Jead pipes, and 
pencils containing lead paint 
Lead can also be inhaled and 
absorbed in the “tuags from 
such sources as storage bat- 
tery casings, used for.fuel 
sometime, and the exhaust 
from automobiles 

During the screening 
period, volunteers will visit 
homes in the aforementioned 
area.

BLACK STUDIES LECTURER

Opportunities 
dustrialization Centers, Inc., 
is the most revolutionary 
movement in the world today, 
Stated its founder and chair- 
man’ of the Board; Rev. Leon 
Sullivan, who was here 
March 8 to speak as a part of 
the Black Studies lecture 
series, sponsored by the OSU 
Black Studies Dept. under 
direction of Dr. William 
Nelson, acting chairman of 
Black Studies at OSU. 

Rev. Sullivan definitely had 
@ message, and it was very 
disappointing and sad to see 
that so few turned out to hear 
him. For what Sullivan had to 
Say was not purely rhetorical. 
He had facts.to prove that the 
concept_underlying. the .OiC. 
training program was a new 
direction for militant eman- 
cipation for the Black mi- 
nority. 

The 70's promise, said 
Sullivan, to be a new decade 
of Black progress, and the 
concept underlying OIC is 
based on a new pragmatism 
which says Blacks must get 
ready to move through the 
open door: 

“It's a get ready era. Get 
ready and get all the white 
superiority tenets out of the 
Black mind,” Sullivan urged. 

American Blacks,” Sullivan 
charged, still live in an at- 
mosphere similar to the 
paterhalistio-Dark Ages, and 
furthermore they are still 
greatly immobilized by an af- 
fliction which he called the 
white superiority syndrome. 
But to overcome these ills, 
said the OIC chairman, there 
are new lights on the hori- 
zons, one of which is a new 
fearlessness on the part of 
Blacks facing a . white 
majority. , 

Even large institutions like 
Ohio ‘State, Sullivan obser- 
ved, are unaware of the new 
movement on the American 
scene and in general the 
faculties of higher education 
just haven't caught up with 
reality. 

Another new light whioh 
was spreading across Ameri- 
ca, said Sullivan, was one 
called OIC. And he moved so 
dramatically from point’ to 
point to prove-his conten- 
tions that what had started 
out as a low-keyed address' 


to a few quiet spectators,, 
concluded on a high note 
with frequent interruptions of, 


applause and crys of *right= 
on,’ from an aroused 
audience. 


OIC is a self-help program,. 


which from its humble begin- 
ning in an old jail-house in 
Philadelphia, has become, 
Sullivan told the audience, a 
world program to help needy 
people, not only across 
America, but in other parts of 


the world. In addition to the, 
105 centers in this country,! 


there are centers in Ghana,

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Nigeria, the Congo, Zambia, 


in. « and New Guinea to name a 


few. 


The concept of OIC, Sulli- 
van observed, is the best net- 
work for the economic eman- 
cipation of minorities and the 
Poor. “We at OIC are-not in- 
terested in noise, or what we 
can do with our feet,” he 
said. “Our most powertul 
weapon will be the process 
of investment co-operates.” 

Giting the accomplish- 
ments of the OIC, in part, 
Sullivan revealed that from a 
first venture involving a mini- 
mum of persons, command- 
ing a minimum of capital, for 
@ 36 month period, in which 
time these few purchased an 
office building, these same 
Yew now own a major indus- 
trial complex. ; 


Blacks involved in the 
various OlCs in the country 
now are owners of a million 
dollar apartment complex 
which was built by Blacks. 
Blacks can claim ownership, 
also, of a $2 million shopping 
center. 

The only aero-space center 
owned by Blacks in this 
country was obtained as an 
OIC project, and is worth $7 
Million. Black ownership of a 


garment factory and a chain 
“of food stores are other OIC 


Projects. 5 

White industry, Sullivan de- 
clared; was in the forefront of 
racism_in this country, and 
therefore Blacks still confront 
tokenism in industry since in- 
dustrial racism is so entren- 
ched in this sector. But the 
OIC training program strikes 
at the very heart of this 
tokenism. 


“We gear our attention to 
the grass roots, and to help 
the man in the street, of all 
minorities and the poor - the 
Blacks, the Indians, the Chi- 
canos, the white Appalachias 
and the poor of the world,” 
Sulivan said. 


Sullivan concluded by 
saying that he was an Ameri- 
can and was not ashamed to 
fly the flag or sing the nation- 
al anthem= 


“Il can do these things be- 
cause I'm entitled to do them: 
My people have died for this 
country. Furthermore, if 
whites. believed in brother- 
hood, | will accept them. .| 
look at what white Americans 
do, and not at what they say 
they’ do,” Sullivan em- 
phasized. ; 


The Rev. Dr. Leon Sullivan 
holds the pastorate of the 
Zion Baptist Church in Phila- 
delphia, and is the only Black 
member on the Board of 
Directors of General Motors.

Or. Stella B. Kontras of 


Children’s Hospital said in- 
dividuals with sickle cell trait, 
who are carriers, are charac- 
terized as normal, though 
they would be susceptible to 
“sickling” at high altitudes or 
under a state of dehydra- 
tion.” 

She said if both parents 
have the trait the chance is 
one in four that a child born 
to them will have the disease 
Two in four will have the trait, 
and one will be unaffected. 

“If one parent has the trait 
half the’children will have the 
trait but none will get the 
disease,” Dr. Kontras said. 

She said Children's 
Hospital has been working 
with children with sickle cell 
heart disease for a number of 
years. “Ail black children 
who come through the 
hospital are screened in or- 
der to detect carriers,” she 
said 

Also available at Children’s 
is a couseling Clinic: where 
genetic risk figures are given 
for-potential paretns with the 
trait, and teaching materials 
on the disease are given to 
anyone making a request.

Since the coaches are responsible for hiring officials, 
Supt. Ellis should tell them in plain everyday language, 
“Look, you coaches must hire some black officials: You are 
denying the black man an opportunity to advance in this 
field.” t 

In Little Rock, Ark., the black principal of a 
predominately black high school was made principal of Little 
Rock Central (the schoo! Where President Eisenhower sent 
federal troops) and the white principal at Central exchanged 
Places with the black principal at Horace Mann High School. 

We would suggest the superintendent take a closer 
look at the men who are officiating the local high school 
games. Some of these men are too old to keep up with the 
young basketball player today, We know one official. who 
played with South in the late 20's, another one graduated 
from Central 40 years ago, one played with the Columbus 
Red Birds almost 30 years ago, and still another one played 
with East 40 years ago. 

We contacted the Onio High School Athletic 
Association and inquired as to what one has to do to 
become a registered official in Ohio. This is the reply we 
received: 

“To become a registered official with the Ohio High 
School Athletic Association in football, basketball, wrestling, 
gymnastics, track or baseball, it will be necessary for you to 
Pass a written rules qualification examination U

“The application fee for each examination is $7, ex- 
cept track, which is $6. After the completed application form 
ts received with the application fee, the rules books will be 
mailed to the applicant as soon as they are available to the

“Applicant must be 18 years of age or older and out of 
high school.’ Please note that there is no education 
requirements, According to.this bulletin, once you become a 
registered official with the OHSAA, you are eligible to of: 
ficlate anywhere in Ohio,

Beware Of No-Fault Insurance 


COLUMBUS ~ No fault in- 
Surance, which has been 
enacted into, law in several 
States and which is pending 
in the Ohio Legislature, was 
the target of a stinging attack 
this week by a prominent 
black Columbus attorney. 


In an open. letter directed 
to Ohio "Black State 
Legislators", Otto Beatty Jr., 
cautioned them to acquaint 
themselves with the “recent

Insurance Act of Iii," Beatty 
Said the judge ruling came in 
‘A suit that charged the 
Mlinois_ no-fault law “denied 
victims of motor vehicle ac- 


cident equal protection under 
the Fourteenth Amendment 
and deprived them of due 
process.”" 


In handing down the rul- 
ing, the court reasoned 
that the injunction must be 
issued due to the fact that

taws“practiced tividious 
discrimination against the ur- 


ban poor in general and 
black people in particular.” 


Judge "Coveili, according 
{o-Beatty's letter;"called-the 
law discrimination of the 


rankest kind, impossible tor 
the court to rationalize, 


justify or sustain.” 


Statistics presented in- 
dicated that 82.4% of the 
black residents in Chicago 
would receive no first Party 
benefits under the act, if they 
were involved in an auto ac- 
cident unless they were 
struck as a pedestrain, Beatty 
said. 


The court further 
recognized the fact that a 
poor parson aiid “a” wealthy 
person could have the same 
injuries and under no-fault 
the poor party would have no 
right to file suit, but would 
only have the right to $50 
damages while the individual 
with wealth could sue the 
party at fault, he said.

plied research concerned 
with the development 
evaluation, and clinical ap 
plication of improved 
techniques for screening 
diagnosis and treatment 

The community services 
component of the sickle cell 
program are focused in the 
National Center for Family

Jackson will coordinate was

Special groups seeking an audience 
for their brand of elixirs to cure all of 
our civil rights ills, were on hand, busily 
distributing their tomes.

The New York 
Amsterdam News distributed copies of 
its special supplement in the hope of in- 
fluencing the delegates to endorse 
Shirley Chisholm for president. 

“The National Black Agenda," which is 
the title of the official convention 
release, contains 12 pages. In it, are 26 
sub-titles and 18 recommendations,

tion, 


The recommendations run the whole 
gamut from mechanism for black control 
of the schools to recognizing the impor- 
tance of the Chinese model for fund- 
amental political and economic transfor- 
mation of African and other third world 
societies. 

It's apparent that everybody who was 
on the drafting committee got in their pet 
project. This’ made the recommendations 
too general and, therefore, meaningless.

NAACP Youth Effort 
Merits Assembly Action 


The Ohio House passed a bill last 
week which could serve as an_ added in- 
centive to the Ohio NAACP Youth Coun- 
cil's statewide campaign to petition the 
Ohio Legislature to make Black History 
studies a Mandatory requirement in all 
state supported schools in Ohio: 

The bill, passed by the House and 
sent to the Senate last week, is designed 
to compel each school district to develop 
plans to provide special classes for 
handicapped children and submit the 
plan to the State Board of Education by 
Dec. 1. 

Under provisions of the bill, the 
districts could comply with the planning 
requirement by contracting for classes 
with other districts or by sharing pro- 
grams with neighboring school systems. 
It is estimated that 145,000 handicapped 
children of school-age are not being ser- 
ved now. 

The Call & Post, recognizing the im- 
portance of this bill, gives its wholehear- 
ted endorsement and urges the Senate to 
approve it at the earliest possible date. 

But on the other hand, as we'see it, the 
effort and the purpose of the NAACP 
Youth Council are of equal importance.

WHAT IS A FLOOR LIMIT? 

Most stores set an amount which can 
be purchased with a credit card without 
teferring to the oredit office for 
authorization. The amount may vary from 
day to day, from department to depart- 
ment and from one store to another. 

Thus if the floor limit in 8 store is $25 


and if a customer makes_a purchase of_ 


$23 and his credit card is presented, 
since this is under the floor limit, there 
will be no nee® for getting authorization. 

If @ purchase of $27 is made, it would 
be necessary to call the credit office for 
authorization.

Black Political Party--Dead Subject 


Again the subject of a black political 
party has come to the front following the 
black convention in Gary, Indiana. 

Although, nothing seems to be 
definite, even in the far flung projections 
that such a party might get started. 

| don't doubt that such a party could 
Serve 8 need, but | do doubt that such a 
Party is probable or possible. 

We faced any number of this type of 
Projection during the flaming 60's when 
the trend was toward black awareness. 
That's all very'good. | cannot think of a 
better ingredient for the black race than 
black awareness: the realization that one 
is black, the acceptance of this black- 
ness and becoming proud of this for 
what it's worth, 

But | do not think it is necessary to 
separate from any part of American 
society to achieve this black awareness, 

This is like admitting to defeat. In 
the first place, we do not have to plan in 
forms of separatism, because a great 
deal of it is already there. 

There are structures of American lite 
that the black man has yet to penetrate. 
There are areas where the racial bars 
haven't begun to relax at all. 

To direct our energies toward 
separatism is to say we don't need to be 
included or we don't want to be included 
when that choice is not altogether ours 
to make. 

To assume this attitude is almost like 
preaching total separation to point of 
secession; completely digging the black 
man out of white America, Setting up a 
completely different state of states as 
was preached by the New Republic of, 
Africa. : 

Perhaps that wouldn't be a bad idea, 
but again impossible and improbable. |

assimilation of talent, people, money. It 
can't be done, 

if any black man is interested in 
going in the direction of a separate 
society, then the philosophy expounded 
by Elijah Muhammad comes closer to 
that than anything else and there are 
many blacks who don't want to become 
associated with that group. 

They have the basics for launching; 
& program, a philosophy of dealing with 
the total needs of the black man, they of- 
fer identity, power, a voice, shelter, unity; 
the cultivating, production and marketing 
of raw materials; a chance to build, 
develop, and manufacture something by 
black hands; what more is there to ask? 
But there aren't too many blacks giving 
up their plush executive jobs with white 
corporations and knocking the doors 
down to Muhammad's headquarters. 


Take a look at Muhammad Speaks, the 
group’s official newspaper. They are 
constantly advertising for farmers, scien- 
tists, teachers, writers, editors, 
Professors, artists, tradesmen, but we 
aren't taking up our yokes in droves 
following him, are we? Why? Not 
‘because we Won't trust Muhammad, but 
because we don't really want separatism 
nor do we really believe separatism will 
work and most of us don't think it's 
necessary to achieve what most of us 
want. 

A black political party, perhaps 
could very possibly function in the effec- 
tive co-existence pattern of the black 
church with different levels of inter= 
group relations That is, if one could ever 
get started. t 
-~-—There..is_no_.question. that.there.is- 
definitely a job such a party could per- 
form if for no other reason than to 
develop politics in the black community 
from the grassroot level. This dosen't 
seem to be such a hard task, because 
there-are any number of Isolated, 
situations where this has been done. But 


the kind of document it could or should 
have been because; as\ read it, it. was 
more visionary than practical. 


For instances, after talking about every 
kind of féal and imagined complaint we 
have, the two main remedies for practical 
use, are not even mentioned either under 
@ sub-title or as one of the recommen- 
dations. 

Our problems aré basically economic 
and political. All of our other problems 
are but facets of these two. 

While the Gary document deals exten- 


sively with politics in the abstract, in no 
instance does it say one word about 
registering and voting. 

While it also deals with poverty, educa- 
tion, etc., in no place does it recommend 
the simple remedy of “Don't spend your 
mon err. wou can’! work,” 

" {us little tod¢ake so many words 
to elucidate on complaints and, at every 
convenient instance, putting our hand 
out with a gimme ticket on it; and, not 
calling on our people to use the simple 
tools they have to redress their wrongs. 

As tong as. less than 50% of black 
people are so lethargic about the impor- 
tance of voting, no matter*what we 
demand, the political power structure 
will continue to give us lip. service and a 
few crumbs. 

But, when we rise up on our hind Jegs 
and defeat some of these white racist 
candidates and, elect more Negroes to 
the Congress and other elective bodies, 
the political bosses will then be eager to 
accede to our demands, 

When you have the voting power, you 
don’t have to spend much time making 
demands. If you don't have it in fact, no 
matter how many demands you make, 
nobody pays much attention to them. 

As long we are at the bottom of the 
economic ladder, we are going to oo- 
cupy the worst houses and go to the in- 
ferior schools. We will still be the last 
hired and the first fired. 

As long as our policy of dissipating 
our spending power continues, the more 
money we earn, the more white mer- 
chants we will make rich. The vast 
throng that besieged Gary, spent very 
very little of their money with blacks. ~ 
Many of the men who pontificated so 
much on the floor and in committee 
(such as Bobby Seale, Leroi Jones, Roy 
Innis, etc.) themselves live on the charity 
of the very whites they denounce. 

The question asked at Gary, was: 
“What Time Is it?" 
__Weil, its high time we 
ourselves with nostrums of questionable 
value and recognize that it is high time 
that we get started on self-help 
programs. It is time that we stop expec- 
ting others-to-listen-to us when we dé 
not understand what we are saying our- 
selves. 
now than it has ever been, Our literacy is 
at its highest level. 

The two powerful tools in America are 
money and votes. We spend over 30 
billion, dollars a year. We have a voting 
Potential of 10 million.

Geo. Wallace--Friend or Foe? 


Most white Americans, and that in- 
cludes thousands of them who sincerely 
believe that they are liberal, understan- 
ding, and progressive, do not wish to see 
their children bused into the teeming in- 
ner cities. of our nation in order to 
Produce meaningful desegregation of 
our public schoo! systems. 

A very few of this number really qualify 
as white racists in the generally accep- 
ted definition of the term. They are more 
realists than racists, knowing .full well 
that nine times out of ten, when a white 
child is removed from a class in a 
predominately white school, and trans- 
ferred Into a class in a predominately 


black school, he is destined for 


education inferior to that he has 
previously enjoyed. 

This is a fact of life in American 
education, even after 17 years have 
passed since the U.S. Supreme Court 
correctly ruled that there can be no such 
thing as “separate but equal” education 
in our public school system. 

Nor will it do much good to rationalize 
that this condition is the direct result of 
nearly a century of deliberate 
segregation of the races and systematic 


money—and until the proper legistation 
and the proper tax structure is fashioned 
there simply is not going to be enough 
money to provide quality education tor 
all children. The brutal reality, then, is 
that what quality there is will largely be 
provided, as it.is today, to white children. 

The only other alternative, in sections 
where resistance is strongest, is 
changing the pattern of residential oc- 
cupancy. The more affluent black 
families are “invading” suburban com. 
munities, but even here the trickle of 
“escapists” is microscopic. 

am not one who is yet willing to admit 
that the only way that black children can 
feach acceptable reading levels is in 
classes with white children. Teachers, 
teaching tools, and parental attitudes are 
much more important ingredients. 

Let's concentrate on fighting to get 
these three essentials into our public 
schools--wherever they happen to be 
located ... even if we have to wave the 
busing issue over the heads of our good 
white folks a la George Wallace until our 
objective are achieved.

Aroused By Powell’s Illness 


The disheartening news of Adam 
Clayton Powell's critical illness should 
arouse grave concern in the black com- 
munities across the nation, The so-called 
arrogant, flamboyant Mr. Powell, as so 
many of his friends and enemies depict 
him,;-has-been an-unprecedented-conten- 
der for the crown of a champion for civil 
rights and freedom in America. 

As Chuck Stone, Powell's former 
congressional aide, called him, he is 
“Mr. National Black Politics.” Although 
he is a man who has lost many battles 
for himself, he has “kept the faith" and 
has won many battles for the black com- 
munity for several decaces. Like 
Malcolm X, he established his own 
grounds and terms with which to meet 
his oppressors. 

It was because Adam would not suc- 
cumb to the dictates and-directives of 
either his own political party or its 
bosses that won him great disdain and 
opposition. Yet, as we should know, he 
became one of the most effective 
legislators in all history, when he 
became the chairman of the House 
Education and Labor Committee. Powell 
was chairman of that Committee for five 


years. 

During that time his Committee pushed 
through 60 major pieces of legislation 
which increased the minimum wage, in- 
cluded fair employment practices, the 
Manpower Development Training Act 


“AIMDTA); “school lunch program, ald” to 


elementary and secondary schools, 
vocational rehabilitation, barring 
discrimination in salaries paid to women, 
and a host of other legislative matters. 

Most political observers agreed that 
Powell demonstrated effective skill in 
engineering the passage of so many bills 
which benefitted women, blacks and the 
poor as no other previous chairman of 
that Committee. 

In fact; former President Lyndon B. 
Jones wrote congratulatory and com- 
mendatory remarks to Mr. Powell on the 
effectiveness of his chairmanship. 


In a letter dated March 18, 1966, 
President Johnson wrote: 


“The fifth anniversary of your Chair- 
manship of the House Education and 
Labor Committee reflects a brilliant 
record of accomplishment..
